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Postal  Guide  on  Books 
Books  weighing  up  to  four  rounds  may  be  returned  under. -frank ,  without  -pay- 
ment of  additional  postage.  A  single  volume  weighing  more  than  four  pounds 
may  also  be  returned  under  frank.  Where  payment  of  postage  is  required,  use 
the  special  library  book  rate  of  5<£  per  pound.  Mark  packages  "Books." 

Only  one  package  should  be  mailed  under  frank  to  one  address  on  the  same  day. 

Victory  Book  Drive  for  Armed  Services 
Between  January  5  and  March  5  you  will  have  a  chance  to  send  your  favorite 
books  to  answer  the  demand  of  boys  in  our  armed  forces  for  reading  matter. 
Western  and  detective  stories  are  most  popular,  while  technical  books  pub- 
lished since  1935  are  also  welcome.  Send  along,  too,  several  of  the  inexpen- 
sive nocket-sized  reprints  of  well-known  titles.  Take  your  contributions  to 
your  public  library,  USO  center,,  AWVS  headquarters— or  mail  them  to  the 
Atlanta  Branch  Library  for  forwarding,  if  you  have  no  Book  Drive  contact  in 
your  town.
